THE LORDLY CASHIER. 


He Is the Best Living Specimen of True 
American Autocracy- 

The hotel clerk has often been. held, 
up a8 one of the best specimens 
have of the true American 
autocrat. I think, however, that 
there are some bank cashiers who 
deserve to be classed as the equals of 
hotel clerks in the great act of snub- 
bing the dear public. Some years ago 
I had a little money ina Canadian bank. | 
it was American money, and I had ex- | 
pressly stipulated when it was depos- | 
ited that I should have the choice of | 
drawing it out either as American or 
Canadian money.

“There is no friendship in business,” | 
snid one motte.

‘Do not ask for 
favors and be offended when they are 
refused.” But there was no motto which 
said to the cashier: **Treat your CUS- 
tomers as if you were a mortal your- 
self.” I presented my check for $150 to 
the.cashier and said I wanted the 
amount in American money. 
down a $50 bill and placed another $50 
bill on top of it, and ‘then a $20 gold 
piece ahd three $10 bills, and, looking at 
the check, said 

*A dollar and a half, please.”’ 

“What for?” I asked. 


“There is lper cent. charged for pay- |

I expostulated, “I de- 
posited this in American money.” 

‘That don’t matter,” said the cashier, 
‘‘vou can take it or leave it just as you 
like. If you want this check cashed } 
will cash it in Canadian money.” 

“Well.” I said, ‘‘] 11 gee about that,” 
so 1 took the check and went to the 
manager of the bank, a courtly gentle- 
man, who, on having the matter ex- 
plained to him, at once wrote across the 
face of the check: “Pay in American 
money.” | took this back to the cashier. 
He looked at it for a momentor two, and 
when I reached for the pile of money he 
withdrew it and put it to one side. 
Then, taking out of the drawer an im- 


“| mense greasy pile of bills, he proceeded 


tv count out slowly and leisurely $150 
in $1 bills. It was Saturday and I was 
ina hurry, and if it were not for the 
fact that the law in Canada is to hang a 
man for murder, I think I would have 
massacred that cashier where he stood. 
Unfortunately, however, we were not in 
Michigan, and so another desperate out- 
rage was not recorded. I waited with 
what patience | could muster until the 
$150 were counted out in dirty, torn $1 
American bills. By this time there 
were s@veral people waiting to be served 
at the cashier's desk, but I was mad al) 
the way through, and so when the pile 
of bills was handed to me I began to 
count them on the cashier's desk. 

“Don’t block up the passage here,” 

said the cashier, “If you want to count 
that money take it to another desk.” 
“Pll do nothing of the sort,” I said. 
“One of the levends on the wall is tha® 
‘all mu be reetilicd befor 
leuving the cashiers dé ’ therefore 3 
shall have to count every dollar of 
, this.” And I did. Ifit had not been in 
Canada I presume that long line of cus- 
tomers who were waiting might have 
murdered me, but as it was, although I 
richly deserved it, I was allowed to es- 
cape. 

Now, of course, it doesn't matter in 
the slightest to that young man that he 
lost the bank foréver a smal! customer, 
but I can not resist the temptation of 
telling him how his’ vengeance mis- 
carried. I felt ashamed of myself for 
having to pay $150 to a merchant on 
Saturday, which is generally a busy day, 
all in one-dollar bills, so when |] came 
tothe store I told the gentleman, who 
was a good frien@of mine, just howit 
happened that I had to pay him in such. 
a greasy lot of stuff. 

“My dear boy,” he said, “‘that man 
builded better than he knew. Our 
great trouble on Saturday is to get bills 
of small amounts with which to pay our 
men.
